Rouge, Hair Dyes, and Other 
Cosmetics. f 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1 
Warning to the public to be 
careful in the use of hair dyes, 
rouge, hair removers, and sim- 

flar cosmetics, because many of them 
contain poisonous ingredients, was 
given today by the bureau of stand- 


“Rouge for cheeks or lips has been 
the cause of serious mercury poison- 
ing,” the bureau’s statement says, 
“owing to the presence of vermillion 
(mercury sulphide). Hair removers are 
in genera! quite corrosive in character, 
such as calcium, sulphydrate with cal- 
cium hydroxide, and sometimes poison- 
ous, as calcium hvdroxide with arsenic 
trisulphide. 

“Dyes used in binchening gray hair 
generally contain one or more of the 
salts of silver, lead, copper, iron, or 
bismuth and can cause serious poisog- 
ing wien taken internally. It is we 
to treat all materials of this character 
as poisons.”

Two points demand popular comprehension:

This is not. fair opposition and a souhd cause 
does not need such trickery and could not com- 
mand such misinformed supporters.

He holds that when once peace has 
been “wpstored it will be preferable to 
have a general levy on capital, in order 
to reduce the national debt, rather than 
to handicap trade and industry by oner- 
ous taxation during the following fifty 
years or more. He made this declaration 
of policy to a deputation of the Trades 
Union congress which called upon him 
recently. 

The chancellor of the exchequer inci- 
dentally pointed out that the, principal 
cost of the present war, as far as Great 
Britain is concerned, has been paid by 
those who have or had wealth. Thus, 
for the twelve months immediately pre- 
ceding the outbreak of hostilities, indi- 
rect taxation represented 42 per cent of 
the total revenue and direct taxation the 
remaining 58 per cent. 

Indirect taxation, which is the taxation 
derived from the masses, has now been 
reduced to 18 per cent of the entire reve- 
nue, while the remaining 82 per cent is 
furnished by direct taxation, which 
comes almost wholly from the well to 
do and the rich. 


— a 

The levy of capital which Bonar Law 
recommends for adoption after the war 
is not so alarming as it appears at first 
sight. It must be embered that the 
imperial governm of Germany had 
recourse to two separate levies on cap- 
ital in Germany prior to the war and 
that these levies were obtained without 
much grumbling and with amazingly lit- 
tle economic and industrial disturbance. 
Of course those best able to pay this 
levy on capital will be the captains of 
industry, of finance, and of commerce, 
who will benefit in many ways by the 
consequent diminution. of annual taxa- 
tion and who will, therefore, soon recoup 
what they have been forced to surren- 
der. 
It will weigh heavily on the landed 
proprietors of the United Kingdom, espe- 
cially those possessing ancestral estates. 
They have not the same means of re- 
couping their losses, and it is to this 
that must be ascribed the extraordinary 
number of estates that are in the market 
in England—estates which are finding 
ready purchasers in those who have ac- 
quired enormous fortunes in the present 
war. :

An ardent advocate of the internation- 
alism of commerce, Thyssen possessed 
until the beginning of the war huge 
mines, tron works, docks, and even har 
bors in English colonies, as well as in 
France and in Russia, ali of which have 
been sequestrated,

If Holland gets dragged into tite fray, 
in spite of her endeavors to preserve her 
neutrality, Thyssen’s vast system of 
docks and shipbuilding works at Viaar 
dingen, near Rotterdam, will likewise be 
lost to him. ’ 

These he secured some seven or eight 
years ago in behalf of the Vulcan Iron 
and Steamship Building Company of 
Germany, ‘which he controls, and he had 
given a contract for the construction 
of an additional large new harbor with a 
depth of thirty feet, also of a dry dock 
large enough to hold the biggest battle- 
ships, and huge wharves at Viaardingen 
when the war began. The entire prop- 
erty is surrounded by a lofty wall, so as 
to insure complete privacy. 

Thyssen's iron works in France were 
situated at Montigny and at Maisieres, 
while his docks ih France were at Caen. 
His principal base in Russia until the 
summer of 1914 was at Nikolsieff, on the 
Black sea, where he owned practically 
everything in sight.

August Thyssen is about 78 years old, 
and is, in every sense of the word, a 
self-made man, having started some fifty 
years ago with a capital of $6,000, with 
which he obtained control of a rolling 
mill employing sixty workmen. When 
the war commenced his workmen in Ger- 
many alone numbered some 70,000, their 
wives and children bringing the number 
of persons dependent upon him in Ger- 
many, and more or less under his control, 
up to half a million. ~ 

He has always insisted that the secret 
of his success was his adherence to the 
principle of industrial concentration, and 
his belief in trusts as factors for pre- 
venting trade crises is pronounced. He 
himself founded Germany’s leading com- 
binations—the steel, the coal, and the pig 
iron trusts, 

He calls the cheapening of the cost of 
production the keynote of industry, and 
that is why prior to the war he mined 
his own ore, shipped it in his own ships, 
hauled it up the Rhine and other Ger- 
man waterways on his own barges, un- 
loaded it at his own wharves, and con- 
verted the myriad by-products of coal, 
steel, and iron at his own works into 
commodities which he himself sold.

The motto on his coat of arms, “If I 
rest, I rust,” illustrates his character. 
For he is the hardest worker of his im- 
mense army of employés.
